To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham,  in  the  County 
of  Strafford,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Durham,  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March  next, 
1915,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  ect  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  three  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  two  Auditors,  and  all 
the  other  necessary  town  ofiicers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  w^hat  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  pay  necessary  towui  charges. 

3  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  improvement  of  highways, 
in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1905,  en- 
titled *'An  act  to  provide  State  aid  and  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  other  public  moneys  in  the  improvement  of  the 
main  highways  throughout  the  state,"  and  to  pass  any 
other  vote  with  reference  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  six  hundred 
dollars  to  oil  the  streets. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  sala- 
ry of  Collector  of  Taxes  to  one  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  furnish  a  bond 
fur  the  Tax  Collector,  District  and  Town   Treasurer. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  to  the  boys' 
club  of  Durham,  for  a  limited  time,  the  use  of  the  room 
now  occupied  by  them  in  the  town  building,  petition  be- 


ing  signed  by  A.    D.    Littlehale    and    nine   other   legal 
voters. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  legacy 
of  the  late  Mary  A.  Burnham,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  will. 

ID.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting. 

Given  under  our  hands  and  seal,  this  twentieth  day 
of  February,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fifteen.

The  library  is  open,  when  New  Hampshire  College 
is  in  session,  8-12,  1.30-5.45,  7-9  o'clock  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays  there  is  no  intermission  between  1.30 
and  9  o'clock;  on  Sundays,  for  reading,  26  o'clock. 
When  college  is  closed,  the  library  is  open  2-9  o'clock 
on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays, and  during  the  summer 
vacation  for  additional  hours. 

The  discontinuance  of  fees  once  charged  by  the  Dur- 
ham library  association  and  the  union  of  town  and  col- 
lege libraries  has  made  available  to  the  townspeople  a 
free  library  of  such  size  and  value  as  is  not  usual  for 
towns  of  this  population;  the  books  are  housed  in  a 
beautiful  and  convenient  building.  Except  for  popular 
novels  and  magazines,  no  restriction  is  made,  within 
reason,  in  the  number  of  books  that  may  be  taken  at 
one  time  by  a  reader  for  home  use;  and  with  similar  ex- 
ception, books  may  be  kept  three  weeks  and  may  be  re- 
newed for  three  weeks,  by  mail  or  telephone  if  desired. 
The  library  would  welcome  further  use  by  the  towns- 
people and  would  be  glad  to  consider  any  requests  for 
purchase  of  books.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD  FOR  1914. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Durham  School  District: — 

We,  the  members  of  the  school  board  of  Durham, 
have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  our  annual  re- 
port, covering  work  done  during  the  past  year,  and  giv- 
ing recommendations  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
3'ear. 

Schools  have  been  maintained  at  Packer's  Falls  and 
Durham  Point,  in  addition  to  the  three  schools  in  the 
village.  The  school  at  Mast  Road  was  opened  as  usual 
at  the  beginning  of  this  present  school  year  but  was 
closed  on  November  20th,  on  account  of  the  illness  and 
resignation  of  the  teacher.  Miss  Mildred  M.  Comings 
and  from  that  time,  most  of  the  children  at  Mast  Road 
have  been  transported  to  the  viliage  school.  The 
Brown  children  and  the  Manley  boy  have  been  sent  to 
the  Madbury  school  by  special  arrangement,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  they  live  so  much  nearer  that  school  than 
the  village  school.  The  results  of  transporting  the 
children  from  the  Mast  Road  school  to  the  village 
school  have  proven  so  satisfactory  that  it  will  probably 
be  continued  throughout  the  school  year  and  until 
there  are  more  children  of  school  age  in  the  Mast  Road 
district. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  school  buildings  were  for 
the  most  part,  in  a  very  good  state  of  repair,  it  was  not 
found  neccessary  to  make  very  many  repairs  during  the 
summer  vacation.  At  Packer's  Falls,  the  plaster  on 
the  side  walls  and  on  the  ceiling  of  the  hallway  was  in 
bad  condition  and  instead  of  replastering  same,  it  was 
thought  best  to  remove  the  old  plaster  and  cover  over 
these  parts  with  sheathing.  This  work  has  been  done 
and  is  now  in  good  condition  and  ought  to  last  for 
several  years. 
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The  board  deems  it  wise  to  have  the  village  school- 
house  painted  during  the  coming  summer  vacation. 
The  cost  of  the  work  has  been  included  in  our  estimates 
for  the  ensuing  year.  New  approved  adjustable  seats 
were  purchased  and  installed  at  the  Packer's  Falls 
school  house  during  the  summer  vacation.  These 
seats  have  proven  most  afficient  and  the  board  looks 
forward  to  the  time  when  all  of  the  seats  in  the  school 
district  may  be  of  this  type. 

Water  has  been  supplied  to  the  children  at  the  vil- 
lage school  twice  daily  from  the  Onderdonk  deep  well. 
The  sanitary  toilet  articles  have  been  supplied  to  all 
the  schools  the  same  as  last  year. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Supt.  Tuttle,  who  has  ac- 
cepted a  position  in  the  State  Normal  School  at  Keene, 
it  became  necessary  to  secure  a  man  to  fill  his  place  and 
as  Mr  Tuttle  had  done  such  afficient  work  and  had  giv- 
en such  universal  satisfaction  in  the  school  district,  it 
was  thought  not  an  easy  task  to  get  a  man  to  take  his 
place.  After  considering  several  candidates,  the  school 
board  ol  the  supervisory  dsstrict  decided  to  call  Mr. 
Carl  Cotton.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  Mr.  Cotton 
has  more  than  fulfilled  our  expectations  and  the  schools 
have  shown  a  marked  improvement  under  his  charge 
and  we  shall  look  forward  for  even  greater  improve- 
ment during  the  coming  year.  We  feel  that  the  district 
is  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Cotton. 

The  three  schools  in  the  village  district  have  been  in 
charge  of  the  same  teachers  as  last  year,  who  have 
continued    to    do    most    efficient    work    and    who    have 

r 

shown  that  they  are  deeply  interested  in  the  developing 
and  strengthening  of  the  different  departments  of  our 
schools.  All  of  the  teachers  are  doing  good  and  con- 
sistent work  and  seem  to  be  improving  each  year. 

About  $60  has  been  spent  in  the  way  of  tools,  bench- 
es etc.,  in  order  to  introduce  manual  training  among  the 
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boys  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  This 
work  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  E.  K.  Jenkins,  a  senior  in  N. 
H.  College  who  is  taking  the  manual  arts  course,  and 
will  be  continued  for  the  balance  of  the  school  year. 
The  sewing  work  is  carried  on  among  the  girls  in  the 
sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Alice  Hoitt.  We  hope  to  continue  both  branches 
of  this  work  during  the  coming  year. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  two  lower 
rooms,  the  time  has  come  when  it  seems  necessary  to 
open  the  fourth  room  and  have  only  two  grades  in  each 
room.  The  board,  therefore,  has  included  in  its  esti-  1 
mates  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  equipment  of  this  room 
with  adjustable  chairs  and  desks  and  other  equipment 
that  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  above  plan.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Durham: 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  his  first  annual 
report  as  your  superintendent.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
statistical  tables  presented  deal  with  facts  concerning 
the  work  ot  my  predecessor  in  your  school  rooms.  It 
would  be  unfair  for  me  to  draw  inferences  or  to  make 
deductions  from  these  figures,  since  I  am  unable  to  de- 
termine the  exact  conditions  under  which  they  were  ob- 
tained. I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge 
the  excellent  state  in  which  I  found  the  records  of  the 
ofi&ce  preserved  and  to  say  that  this  feature  of  the  work 
has  been  of  great  benefit  to  me  in  adjusting  myself  to 
the  work  of  the  office. 

The  attendance  of  the  fall  term  was  excellent.  Three 
of  the  schools  had  an  average  attendance  of  over  97%. 
The  lowest  mark  for  the  term  was  93%. 

Our  teachers,  two  of  whom  are  teaching  in  Durham 
for  the  first  year,  have  already  demonstrated  their  abil- 
ity to  handle  their  tasks  in  a  suitable  and  proper 
manner.  Their  spirit  at  all  times  has  been  praisewor- 
thy and  they  have  cooperated  with  me  in  every  way  in 
carrying  out  ideas  which  have  seemed  practical  for  the 
school  and  its  environment.  A  list  of  the  names  of  the 
teachers  and  the  schools  in  which  they  are  located  ap- 
pears uuder  (IV)  of  the  school  statistics. 

In  music  the  pupils  are  making  good  progress  under 
Miss  Hopkins'  direction.  She  reports  rote  songs,  two 
time  motions,  staff,  bar,  double  bar,  clef,  check  mark, 
staff  reading  with  four  tones  in  the  primary  grades; 
three-time  motions,  chromatics,  arithmetic  of  music, 
and  common  time  with  concrete  work  in  expression,  for 
the  intermediate  grades;  fourth,    fifth,    sixth,    and    sev- 
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enth  time  motions,  the  placing  of  the  sharps  and  flats 
in  the  signature  and  advanced  songs  in  the  grammar 
grades. 

Sewing  has  been  conducted  by  Miss  Hoitt.  No  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  teach  the  technique  of  this 
branch  of  work  but  the  pupils  are  being  taught  con- 
cretely all  the  simple  stitches  with  a  view  of  making 
some  complete  product  which  illustrates  the  process  in- 
volved. Domestic  work  of  this  character  cannot  be 
idealized  too  much  as  every  woman  must  necessarily  do 
more  or  less  of  such  work  during  her  life.  The  school 
may  do  much  to  keep  our  boys  and  girls  from  becoming 
above  the  ordinary  duties  of  life  by  emphasising  some- 
what the  activities  which  are  most  common  to  the  gen- 
eral experience  of  all. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  manual  training. 
Tools  were  recently  purchased.  This  work,  to  be  suc- 
cessful in  the  grades,  must  be  carried  on  in  the  same 
general  manner  as  outlined  above.  Give  the  boy  an 
opportunity  to  express  himself  by  contriving  and  con- 
structing some  whole  project  with  a  hint  now  and  then 
as  to  the  proper  way  of  making  it.  Manual  training  is 
one  of  the  few  branches  of  our  work  where  the  boy  can 
actually  see  and  appreciate  the  product  which  he  makes. 
Such  work  tends  to  develop  coordinations  in  the  nerv- 
ous centers  which  are  valuable  from  a  practical  point 
of  view  as  well  as  of  educative  value.  In  this  way  he 
has  an  outlet  for  his  motor  constructive  instinct  and 
gains  a  first  hand  knowledge  of  what  constitutes  a  fair 
set  of  tools  and  how  they  should  be  cared  for.  Any  boy 
who  is  a  graduate  of  our  school  and  cannot  do  an  ordi- 
nary job  of  "tinkering"  around  the  house  is  an  educa- 
tional misfit.  A  little  of  this  work  is  good  provided  it 
is  handled  right.  Not  over  sixty  minutes  should  be  al- 
lotted to  this  work  per  week. 

The  medical  inspection  act  of  the  legislature   of  1913 
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has  been  adopted  in  two  of  the  towns  of  this  district. 
Many  of  the  physical  defects  of  the  children  may  be 
prevented  entirely.  The  law  is  beyond  its  experimental 
stage  and  its  cost  is  but  little.  In  view  of  its  success 
in  the  other  two  towns  of  this  district  I  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  advocating  its  adoption. 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  make  the  text  book 
take  the  place  of  the  teacher.  Failure  of  our  systems 
of  penmanship  may  be  attributed  directly  to  the  unped- 
agogic  application  of  the  texts,  the  teacher  teeling  that 
the  text  is  the  great  work  to  be  accomplished.  The 
writing,  to  be  successfully  taught,  must  be  rationally 
applied  to  all  of  the  written  work  of  the  school  room  in 
such  a  manner  that  a  natural  way  of  writ'ng  is  pro- 
duced Our  writing  should  be  the  result  of  general 
development  in  all  written  subjects  rather  than  wholly 
a  drill  in  the  writing  period,  the  effect  of  which  does 
not  carry  over  into  the  written  matter  of  other  subjects. 
This  general  principle  applies  to  all  subjects,  but  our 
weakness  as  teachers  in  this  subject  is  more  apparent 
because  it  is  a  matter  of  form. 

The  reaction  of  the  child  to  the  work  of  the  school 
room  is  a  test  of  the  value  of  school  work.  The  power, 
to  properly  choose  and  express  ideas  and  a  sense  of  ap- 
propriateness in  their  use,  is  the  goal  we  are  aiming  at 
in  our  language.  Development  of  the  mother  tongue 
is  not  acquired  through  oratorical  readings  and  set  se- 
lections, but  rather  through  a  rational  development 
which  involves  ample  opportunity  for  the  child  to  ex- 
press thought  and  an  abundance  of  the  right  kind  of 
material  to  work  upon,  without  being  embarrassed  with 
technicalities  in  observing  and  reacting  upon  it.  Let 
us  give  the  child  a  series  of  properly  graded  and  ad- 
justed opportunities  and  direct  his  action  upon  the  same 
in  the  proper  channels.  At  the  same  time  we  should 
allow  the  child  more  or  less  discretion  as  to  how  he  acts 
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upon  the  stimuli  during  his  progress  through  the 
grades,  in  order  that  he  may  develop  the  faculty  not 
only  to  think  and  express  himself,  but  to  adjust  himself 
to  a  situation.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  these  reac- 
tions are  sure  indicators  of  our  efficiency  as  teachers. 

It  is  therefore  proper  that  we  should  see  to  it  that  the 
child  is  taught  to  think  clearly  and  sharply,  in  the  terms 
of  the  subject  itself,  and  not  through  technicalities  of 
an  analytic  character  so  often  clustered  about  a  subject 
by  text  book  makers  and  misguided  teachers. 

A  new  text  book  in  spelling  has  been  adopted.  It  is 
a  work  of  concrete  investigation  of  the  material  of 
English  spelling  by  W.  Franklin  Jones,  Ph.  D.  of  the 
University  of  South  Dakota,  and  consists  of  carefully 
graded  lessons  of  words  selected  with  due  care  as  to  the 
vocabulary  which  the  child  uses  in  school  and  after  his 
school  life.  One  great  mistake  in  the  teaching  of  spell- 
ing has  been  the  lack  of  a  standard  as  to  what  words 
should  be  chosen  for  spelling  in  the  various  grades. 
Too  many  of  the  words  chosen  by  the  teachers  have 
been  meaningless  to  the  child  and,  hence,  the  effort 
made  in  acquiring  them  has  been  all  out  of  proportion 
to  the  value  of  the  product.  As  the  written  expression 
upon  any  subject  by  a  child  is  usually  three  or  four 
years  behind  the  oral  expression  of  the  same  subject, 
the  child  will  not  use  the  large  words  in  his  writings 
although  he  has  been  taught  to  spell  them.  The  diffi- 
cult words  which  the  child  uses  are  incorporated  in  this 
manual  which  was  produced  after  the  examination  of 
many  thousands  of  themes  written  by  children  with  a 
view  o  teach  the  child  how  to  spell  all  the  words  which 
he  IS  ever  likely  to  use.  Such  a  vocabulary  is  sufl&- 
ciently  broad  to  cover  the  requirements  of  the  average 
person  and  includes  all  the  so-called  close  words. 
There  is  space  in  the  book  for  the  addition  of  words 
which  are   local  in  character.     The    work    has    the    en-

dorsement  of  leading  educators  and  our    state    superin- 
tendent. 

The  office  system  which  was  devised  by  my  predeces- 
sor is  being  kept  up  and  is  open  to  inspection  at  all 
times.  A  minature  photo  of  each  child  in  the  district 
has  been  added  to  his  individual  record  card  which  en- 
ables instant  identification  of  the  child  whose  name  ap- 
pears upon  the  card.  This  was  done  without  expense 
to  the  district. 

Teachers'  meetings  of  the  entire  force  of  the  district 
have  been  held  monthly  at  Portsmouth. 

The  lighting  arrangements  of  all  school  houses  is 
apparently  bad.  I  am  working  upon  a  scheme  which 
will  soften  the  glare  of  the  cross  lights  which  I  hope 
will  prove  worthy  of  adoption  by  you. 

I  have  no  other  suggestions  to  make  other  than  those 
that  I  may  take  up  directly  with  you.  I  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  many 
courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  board  and  ycur  hearty 
cooperation.
